In  his  eighteen  years  as  superintendent  of 
Astoria's  City  Schools,  Mr.  Hampton  this  year 
experienced  one  of  his  busiest  because  of 
world  conditions  and  the  burning  of  the  high 
school  building,  during  the  Thanksgiving  va¬ 
cation.  Meeting  with  the  school  board,  with 
groups  of  business  men,  writing  night  letters, 
and  sending  telegrams  to  Washington  author¬ 
ities,  Superintendent  Hampton  kept  determin¬ 
edly  at  it  until  he  was  able  to  announce  that 
the  school  board  had  been  granted  the  neces¬ 
sary  permit  and  priorities  to  proceed  with  the 
rehabilitation  of  the  burned  high  school 
building. 

Acting  as  vice  chairman  of  the  managing 
committee  of  the  U  S  O,  as  chairman  of  the 
County  Library  board,  and  as  Junior  Warden 
of  the  Grace  Episcopal  Church,  Mr.  Hampton 
further  served  his  community. 

His  usual  routine,  in  spite  of  these  added 
duties,  was  not  slighted,  and  words  of  encour¬ 
agement  were  not  spared  to  either  students 
or  faculty.

There  were  not  many  duli  moments  for  the 
principal  of  old  A.H.S,  during  1942-43.  Al¬ 
though  vacationing  in  Portland  when  the  high 
school  burned,  Mr.  Towler  lost  no  time  in 
getting  the  situation  in  hand,  so  that  within 
a  week's  time  the  tour  hundred  and  fifty 
pupils  were  in  their  class  rooms  again,  though 
the  class  rooms  were  widely  seporated.  The 
administrative  end  of  a  school  conducted  in 
three  separate  buildings  involves  many  and 
complex  problems;  but  with  a  cooperative 
faculty  and  student  body,  Mr.  Towler  admir¬ 
ably  overcame  all  obstacles. 

Besides  being  active  in  student  affairs,  Mr. 
Towler,  as  principal,  was  called  upon  to  par¬ 
ticipate  in  an  advisory  capacity  for  rationing 
programs  carried  on  in  his  building.  This  re¬ 
sponsibility  entailed  the  attending  of  many 
committee  meetings  and  additional  organ¬ 
izing. 

Maintaining  his  office  in  the  Presbyterian 
Annex,  Mr.  Towler  endeavored  to  keep  per¬ 
sonally  in  touch  with  his  student  body  and  to 
provide  ways  ana  means  for  a  program  in 
keeping  with  the  demands  of  the  time.

Holding  their  usual  business  meetings  in  Mr.  Towler's 
office,  at  the  Presbyterian  Annex,  the  student  coun¬ 
cil  made  plans  to  continue  with  National  Assemblies 
programs  and  student  body  assemblies,  and  to  pro¬ 
mote  defense  activities. 

The  student  council  went  on  record  in  favor  of  organ¬ 
izing  a  Victory  Corps,  and  were  progressing  satisfac¬ 
torily  in  that  direction  when  the  fire  disrupted,  for 
the  time  being,  all  extra-curricular  activities.  Later 
the  Civil  Air  Patrol  served  as  a  branch  of  the  Victory 
Corps.  Quite  a  number  of  both  boys  and  girls  joined. 
With  a  view  to  perpetuating  certain  traditions,  the 
student  council  called  student  body  meetings  to 
award  letters,  to  stimulate  pep,  and  to  elect  student 
body  officers.

In  September,  1940,  as  one  hundred  and  sixty  green  little 
sophomores,  the  May  Senior  class  started  its  journey 
through  high  school,  graduolly  dwindling  down  to  one 
hundred  and  twenty-seven.  The  class  hopped  into  social 
activities  with  the  Sophomore  Hop.

In  the  fall  of  1938,  Astoria  welcomed  bock  one  of  its  greatest 
athletes,  Wally  Palmberg.  He  made  a  splendid  record  in  his 
four  years  as  coach  of  the  Fighting  Fishermen.  Coach  Palmberg 
left  Astoria  this  year  to  play  with  a  bigger  team,  the  U.  S. 
Navy,  where  he  will  be  a  physical  instructor.Wal ly  Palmberg 
not  only  is  a  wonderful  coach  but  is  also  an  excellent  player. 
During  his  senior  year  at  Oregon  State  College  he  made  nearly 
every  All-American  team  and  established  a  record  that  stood 
until  last  year. 

His  record  is  one  to  be  envied.  In  1938-39,  Astoria  won  the 
district  title.  In  1939-40,  Palmberg's  team  really  got  the 
benefit  of  two  years  under  his  guidance.  They  won  the  district 
tournament  and  went  on  to  take  third  place  in  the  state  tourna¬ 
ment.  The  same  year  they  raised  the  tournament  scoring  record 
from  180  to  186  points.
